Measures  vis-a-vis  Foreign  Powers  in  oonno'etion  with 
"Essontials  of  Executing  the  Japanose  National 
Policies"  which  was  decided  upon  by  the  Conference 
in  the  Imperial  Presence  on  November  5th 

(Revised  Draft  of  the  Foreign  Ministry) 

I.  Vis-a-vis  Germany  and  Italy. 

When  the  Japanese -American  negotiations  break  down  and  ^^isregarded 
as  being  unavoidable  (assumed  to  be  generally  after  November  2.),  Japan  shall 
without  delay  inform  Germany  (Italy)  that  she  intends  to  wage  "^  against  _ 
Britain  and  the  U.S.  in  the  near  futuro  as  soon  as  preparations  af°  °J®" 
Dieted,  and  she  shall  carry  out  necessary  negotiations  regarding  the  follow 
ing  items,  as  a  part  of  the  aforementioned  preparations! 

1.  Germany's  (Italy's)  participation  in  the  war  against  the  U.S. 

2.  No  separate  peace. 

Remarks! 

In  the  event  that  Gormay  demands  our  participation  in  the  war 
Soviet  Russia,  we  shall  answer  to  tho  effoot  that  it  is  *°t^‘ 

ticiDate  in  tho  war  at  tho  moment.  However,  if  because  of  this,  tho  time 

participation  in  the  «nr  aeninat  the  U.S.  ahould  be  delayed,  that 

oannot  be  helped. 

II.  Vis-a-vis  Britain.  . 

Steps  shall  bo  taken  either  directly  or  through  the  U.S. 
accept  Hems  relating  to  her  among  the  matters  of  ^der8^^ .reached  as 
the  result  of  negotiations  with  the  U.S.A.,  and  to  have  Britain  cooperate 
with  this  in  a  positive  manner. 

From  the  standpoint  of  seorooy.  no  apooial  diplomatic  atop  besides  the 
abovementioned  plan  shall  be  carriod  out. 

III.  Vis-a-vis  the  Dutch  East  Indies. 

In  order  to  contribute  to  the  secrecy  and  the  camouflaging  of  our  plans, 
diplomatic  negotiations  shall  be  commenced  successively  soon  &s  £°®“i  .V 
in  the  form  of  continuing  former  negotiations,  with  tho  pr  nc  p  j 
supplying  Japan  with  needed  materials. 
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Negotiations  shall  be  continued  generally  based  upon  Paragraph  1  of  the 
Outline  of  Diplomatic  Negotiation  Vis-a-vis  Soviet  Russia  which  was  estab¬ 
lished  at  the  Liaison  Conference  betwoen  tho  Imperial  General  Headquartors 
and  the  Government  on  August  4,  1941. 


V.  Vis-a-vis  Thailand. 


1*  Immediately  prior  to  the  commencement  of  the  occupation  the  fol¬ 
lowing  matters  shall  be  demanded,  and  they  shall  be  made  to  accept  them 
immediately.  Even  in  the  event  that  Thailand  rejects  the  demand,  the  troops 
shall  advance  as  scheduled.  However,  efforts  shall  be  made  to  localize 
armed  conflicts  between  Japan  and  Thailand* 


a.  The  passage  of  Japanese  troops,  o.nd  the  offer  of  various 
facilities  in  conjunction  with  this. 


b.  Tho  immediate  enforcement  of  measures  to  avoid  conflicts 
between  Japanese  and  Thai  troops  in  conjunction  with  ^he 
passage  of  Japanese  troops. 


2.  After  occupation,  concrete  arrangements  shall  be  made  speedily  on 
the  spot,  generally  concerning  the  following  items* 

a.  Matters  concerning  the  passage  and  stationing  of  Japanese 
troops.

b.  The  offering,  construction,  on:!  strengthening  of  military 
facilities. 

c.  The  offering  of  necessary  transportation  and  communication 
organs  and  factory  facilities. 
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IV.  Vis-a-vis  Soviet  Russia. 


The  conclusion  of  a  joint  defence  agreement  if  Thailand  so 
desires.

Arrangements  shall  bo  made  so  that  there  shall  be  no  special 
change  from  before  in  the  attitude  towards  Thailand  prior  to 
the  commencement  of  this  negotiation.  Every  consideration 
shall  be  given,  especially  to  the  secrecy  of  the  plans  to 
commence  war. 


d.  Billets,  provisions,  etc.,  for  .the  passing  and  stationed 
troops. 


o.  Loans  for  necessary  military  expenses.

Remarks i 

In  the  negotiation  for  the  first  and  second  items,  a  firm  promise  shall 
be  made  regarding  our  respect  for  the  sovereignty  and  territory  of  Thailand. 
Furthermore,  a  hint  shall  be  dropped  to  tho  effeot  that  "consideration  shall 
be  given  to  tho  cession  of  a  part  of  Burma  or  Malaya  to  Thailand  in  the 
future  depending  upon  her  attitude."  Thus,  the  negotiation  shall  be  made 
advantagoous.  * 

VI.  Vis-a-vis  China. 

The  following  measures  shall,  be  taken  for  the  purpose  of  securing  a 
synthotic  Jap -.nose  fighting  power  sufficiont  to  deal  with  a  long-term  world  " 
war  by  avoiding  exhaustion  as  much  as  possible,  boaring  in  mind  the  possi¬ 
bility  of  a  futuro  decrease  in  troop  strengthi

1.  British  and  American  military  foroos  in  China  shall  be  swept  out. 

. .  •  : 

2.  ..Hostile  foreign  settlements  (including  the  legction  area  in  Peiping) 
and  hostile  important  rights  and  interests  (Maritime  customs,  mine.s,  etc.) 
shall  bo  placed  under  our  actual  authority.  However,  care  shall  be  taken  so 
as  to-moke...oar 'personal  and  material  sacrifices  as  light-  as  possible. 

(Note)  The  International  Settlement  and  the  legation  area  in  Peiping, 
shall  be  placed  under  our  actual  authority  by  sweeping  out 
hostile  military  forces.  Howovor,  tho  form  of  requisitions 
shall  not  be  taken  so  as  not  to  intermix  the  rights  and  in- 
•  terests  .of  friendly  powers.  . 

•  •  * 

3..  The  various  aforementioned  items  shall  be  put  into  action  aftor  our 
commencement  of  hostilities  against  the  U.S.  and  Britain,  in  order  not  to- 
exposo  our  plans.  '  • 

4.  The  belligerent  right  against  Chungking  shall  not  be  put  into  action 
especially  in  the  form  of  a  declaration,  etc.;  it  shall  come  into  effeot 
actually  by  the  commencement  of  hostilities  against  the  U.S,  and  Britain. 

5.  Among  the  enemy  rights  and  interests  in  China,  those  having  connec¬ 

tions  with  the  Kuomintang  Government  shall  be  placed  under  our  real  power, 
for  the  time  being,  according  to  necessity,  and  measures  shall  be  taken  •  • 
separately  for  its  adjustments.  . 

6.  The  activities  of  important  Chinese  within  the  occupied  areas  shall 
be  encouraged  and  promoted  as  much  as  possible  and  efforts  shall  be  made  to 
win  tho  hearts  of  the  people  through  cooperation  between  Japan  and  China, 
and  thus  a  local  peace  shall  be  gradually  realized  from  possible  areas.
